DEVELOPMENTS OF THE SEARCH, 


The body of the trapper, Beughton,who 


was drowned with Col. Jones, was recov- 
ered and buried at the Coal Banks. It 
was found within a hundred feet of the 
camp. An informal coroner's jury was 
impannelled, and an informal verdict of 
accidental drowning rendered. The body 
of Col. Jones seems to have gone with the 
current and how far is entirely specula- 
tive. Fred Hollembaek with several men 
spent an afternoon dragging the creek with 
chains. He reports it a hopeless task. 
1 he stream is full of deep sink holes, a 
hundred feet wide. The water is dark and 
muddy. Mr. Hollembaek, however, en- 
gaged several men at the Coal Bank, head- 
ed by the suiviyor, McGelvey, to go out 
and search until there was no longer room 
for hope. They will take a boat and do 
the best they can. The -continued rains 
have been against any probable success. 
If they found the body they promised to 
bring it to Hollembaek's camp, and he 
and Prescott would bring it to Bismarck. 


THE CAMP OUTFIT, 


including two tents, wagon, boat, three 
horses and an ox was saved. Jones' chest 
or box, full of books and clothing, was 
picked up two miles below Ihe scene of 
the disaster. The box and pony are at the 
Coal Bank. They will be brought in. His 
rifle and revolver were washed out of sight 
One of his spurs was found close by his 
tent. The tents were flat upon the ground 
but held by their pinning. The wagon 
was not moved, although the flood left 
tufts of grass between the bows and cover. 
The boys had evidently fixed everything 
before they undertook to make their own 
escape. The stock was turned loose and 
the wagon pinned down. The survivor 
says when he left the wagon the water 
was over his shoes, and when he reached 
the bluff1, eighty-yards distant, it was waist 
deep. He turned and saw the water com- 
ing as if a mill dam had broken just above • 
them. Bough Ion was swimming against 
the current, and in a moment was lost. 
Jones, he did not see. Trees from four t» 
six inches thick were leveled as neatly as 
the weeds. 1'he water rose five feet high- 
er than the proposed grade of the railroad. 
It was reported twenty-five feet deep in 
places. It was a miniature deluge.

opening. His personal effects,! including 
his shot guns, are all fine, evidencing pros- 
perous days in his life. He gave his wife 
a twelve thousand dollar home, before he 
came west.

Sauces and Things. 


There are many good housewives skill- 


ed in the culinary art, cleyer at baking, 
roasting, and boiling, who 'hesitate over 
the production of a sauce. 
Professed 


cooks have somehow or other shrouded 
sauce-making in mystery, and very gen- 
erally cook-books, even the best, are 
sometimes vague in giving instruction in 
this particular branch. 
Without pre- 


senting any unnecessary difficulties to the 
learner, the fact must be stated that a 
sauce is just one of those things which 
admits of no middle course. There is no 
nearly right about it—it must be perfect- 
ly right. The sauce, as it has been very 
justly said, draws the line between good 
and bad cooking. It is the sauce which 
can make even insipid food palatable. 
Cooks, even the best of them, often for- 
get, in the preparation of the dish, that 
when a sauce is to be served, that the 
thing cooked, to be relieved by a sauce, 
must be subservient to the sauce. As 
well thoroughly season the dish itself at 
once—it will give far less trouble than 
to go through a double course of season- 
ing. 
Sauces are really intended either to 


relieve food which is in a certain degree 
savorless, or to give a relish or haut qout 
to such dishes, 
which, though deli- 


cate want their taste somewhat height- 
ened, A simple French Bouelli is in a 
certain degree fade, but becomes highly 
palaVible when served with a. sauce. The 
distinction between a gravy and a sauce 
is quite a,wide one.
